The Infidelity and Looſneſs of the preſent Age, 
is very much owing to the Play-Houſes; where, 
the.

e Front or Side-Box, to the tawdry Chamber. 
maid in upper Gallery. Men and Women who 
frequent the Theatre, are, inſtead of learning 
Virtue, ſurrounded with inordinate Temptations, 
which incite them to unlawful Deſires and Actions, 
which ſoon end in the utter Ruin, both of Body 
and Soul. Where Lewdneſs is repreſented, in all 
the Dreſſes that can vitiate the Imagination, and 
faſten upon the Memory; and where Pride and 
Falſhood, Malice and Revenge, Injuſtice and 
Immodeſty, Contempt of Marriage, and falſe 
Not ions of Honour are recommended, no Good 
can be learn'd, either by old or young; and this 
not among Mahometans and Infidels, not at Rome 
and Venice, not in France and Spain, but in a Pro- 
teſtaut Country, and upon the gl Stage, with- 
out any Fear that the Judgments of God will fall 
upon them. The Playersexpoling (as they pretend 
they do) Formality, Humour, and Pedantry, is 
not an equivalent for their inſulting facred Things, 
and their promoting to ſo high a Degree, the Pro- 
phaneneſs and Debauchery of the Nation.

In ſhort, no good Manners can be acquir d on 
the Engliſb Stage, by ſeeing an Actor going a Tip- 
toe, in Deriſion of mincing Dames; fometimes 
ſpeaking full-mauth'd, to mock the Country 
Clowns; and. ſometimes upon the Tip of. the 
Tongue, to ſcoff the Citizen? that thus, by the Imi- 
tation of all ridiculous Geſtures, or Speeches, in 


all Kinds of Vocations, they may provoke Laugh- 


ter. When Stages were firſt ſet up in Rome, it 
was accounted infamous to frequent them; and 
in Eugland, Players, both Men and Women, are 
reckon d ſo ſcandalous, that tho they ſtile them- 
ſelves his Majeſty's Servants, yet the Statute 
Law terms them Vagabonds: Indeed they are 
* ſo infamoufly wicked, that one who never ſaw 
* them in this Life, may nevertheleſs at the Re- 
“ ſurrection, know their Bodies and Souls are Fel- 
4 lows; inſomuch that as the Play-Honſe in Dru- 
4 „ Laue has been burnt once already, it would 
© be a Mercy rather than a Judgment, if God 
* youchſafed to ſmite them once again. 

The Audience in the Upper- Gallery is general- 
ly compos'd of Lawyers Clerks, Valets de Cham- 
bre, Exchange-Girls, Chamber-Maids, and Skip- 
kennels, who at the laſt Act are let in gratis, in 
Favour to their Maſters being Benefactors to the 
Devils Servants. The Middle-Gallery is taken up 


by 
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by the midling Sort of People, as Citizens, their 
Wives, and Daughters, and other Jilts, who make 
it their Buſineſs to let out their Commodities in 
Fee-tail, to the firſt Cully ſhe picks up, after 
Play is over, for a ſmall Treat, and twelve Pence 
dry. The Boxes are filld with Lords and La- 
dies, who give Money to ſee their Follies expos d 
by Fellows as wicked as themſelves. And the 
Pit, which lively - repreſents the Pit of Hell, is 
cramm'd with thofe inſignificant Animals cal- 
led Beaux, whoſe Character nothing but Wonder 
and Shame can compoſe; for a modern Beaux 
you muſt know) is a pretty neat, phantaſtical 
utſide of a Man; a well digeſted Bundle of 


_ coſtly Vanities; and you may call him a Vo- 


Iume of methodical Errata's bound in a gilt Co- 
ver. He's a curiouſly wrought Cabinet full of 
Shells and other Trumpery, which were much bet- 
ter quite empty, than ſo emptily full. He's a 
Man's Skin full of Prophaneſs, a Paradiſe full of 
Weeds; a Heaven cramm'd full of Devils, or 
Satan's Bed-Chamber, hung with Arras of God's 


own making. He can be thought no better than 


a Promethean Man; at beſt but a Lump of ani. 
mated Dirt kneaded into Humane Shape; and if 


he has any ſuch Thing as a Soul, it ſeems to be 


patch'd up with more Vices than are Patches in 
a poor. Spamard's Cloak. His general Employ- 
ment 1s to ſcorn all Buſineſs, but the Study of 


the Modes and Vices of the Times; and you may 


look upon him as upon the painted Sign of a man 
hung up in the Air only to be toſs'd to and fro 
with every Wind of Temptation and Vanity. 


As for his Apparel, he endeavours to that all 


ſhould appear new about him, except his Vices 
and Religion; he's too much in Love with theſe 


to change them; beſides, the latter of them he 


cannot

When you look upon his Cloaths, you will he 
apt to ſay, he wears his Heaven upon his Back;

paſitively (not | poſitively.) it is ſo and ſo; ſpeak- 


ing as effeminately, and Molly-like, as the Iſch- 
notes, who ſay, as you may ſee in Lillys Gram- 


mar, Nync. for Nunc, Tync. for Tunc. By Degrees 


he ſteps from Idleneſs and Emptineſs, Foolery 
and Drollery, to Scurrility and @bloquy ; fo that 
if his black Breath could blow out, or eclipſe 
thoſe Lights that ſhine brightelt, we ſhould hot 


have one Star left in Virtue's Heaven; and thoſe 
Lights which were once ſent into the World, to 


guide him timely and truly out of it into a bet- 


ter, 
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ter, he firſt endeavours to extinguiſh, that ſo he 
may, without Check or Shame, wander thro all 
the Works of Darkneſs into Hell. Alas! he ſees 


no ſuch Lovelineſs in the Things above, as may 


oblige him to the ſubmiſſive Courtſhip of ſaying 
his Prayers below; and yet is ſo confident to 
enjoy Heaven at laſt; as if he thought God would 
be beholden toshim for accepting his Bleſſings, 
or (as ſome fooliſh Lovers take Occaſion to double 


their Addreſſes from the Unkindneſs of a coy 


Miſtreſs.) God would the more earneſtly impor- 
tune him to be ſav'd, the more diſdainfully he 
looks upon Salvation. If ever he appears at

I pro- 
pos il „ 4 17-=0g about the Genius of the 
County; he teld me the Soil was cold, and big 
with Clay, and would doubtleſs yield a good 
Harveſt of Tobacco- Pipes; and as for the Inha- 
bitants, he ſaid, they were a Pap-· Pudding Sort of 
People, much addicted to that vile Sort of Crea- 
Chriſtening, ſpread with | a Yard of Pudding, 
and à Balk of Beef, a Ridge at one End and a 
Furrow at the other; which did ſo wonderfully 
Work upon the Chaps of the Goſſips, and make | 
their Mouths. water, that the: Godfathers and 
Godmathers fell furiouſly to Snouting for ſome 
few Morſe!s; mean while the two eard Pitcher, | 
that: ſtood upon the Bench, was Mr. Pryun'd in | 
Scuffle, that is, loſt a Lug in the Fray; and as ! 
was afterwards inform d, the Diſtaff loſt a Lock 
or two of its flaxen Perriwig. The Women of 
this Country are very coming, and are as great 
Breeders, as any of our Exgliſb Puakersz and as 
for the Men, they are naturally born Thieves, 
being as dextrous Rogues at Horſe- Stealing as a 
\ Serjeant at the Poultry, or Woodſtreet-Compter in 
ſelling Minutes dearer than a Watchmaker. But 
among rational Wonders in a Village, where 
I fay; the moſt remarkable Won DER was 
an eminent Cat-Quean, a meer Woman in the 
Habit of a Man, a Kind of Mol Gut- Purſe 
Creature, an Epicene Animal of a twiſted Gen- 
der, who had a Petticoat Soul in à trunk-breech' d 
Body, and ſcandalizd Virility, by Skill in Houſe- 
wifery. He ſpun (the Neighbours aid): like a 
Spidet, and made bis Wheel giddy by a ſwift 
Fong He was TN Craftiman ins <1 
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king of Diet, a notable Food-Framer; who buffer- 


| ed Cream, till he frighted it into a Conſiſtence, 


and then knocking it into Batter, ſqueez'd it 
afterwards with Dexterity of Fiſt. | He was alſo 
endow'd with the Gift of toſſing Pancakes, and 

had a wonderful Knack at tempering the Materiale 
of a Bag-Pudding, inſomuch, that he ſurpaſs'd all 
the Dairy-Maids' in the Milk-Pan' Accompliſh-:

Pottage, which afforded me the Refreſhment of 
a pretty Collation : After which I went to Bed, 
and ſlept very ſound till next Morning. When,

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Complaints without End. A Hog could not go 
thro' a Stone Yard, but the Law muſt be rais'd 
againſt the Treſpaſſer. A Man could not be an Hour 
without a Subpena or Attachment; if there was 
Room for every Bodys Impertinence. *Twould 
prevent Contention as effectually, if the Perſon 
in Fault were puniſh'd; if paying ſufficient Coſt 
the Adverſary or Fine, were inflicted by the 
ourt upon a litigiutis Plaintiff, or roguiſh De- 
fendant. In | | 
As the Cauſe ſtands, the Law is a Weapon for 
the Proud, and revengeful. Theſe may be in 
the Right, at leaſt have their Revenge, if their 
Purſe: be the longeſt, So chargeable have been 
the Methods of bringing Oppreſſors to Account, 
ſo expenſive the Armour to defend the Innocent, 
that one may think the firſt Loſs had been the 
beſt, and the other wiſh he had let the Coat go 
to him that had taken away the Cloak. There's 
a Revolution indeed of Eſtates, and where the 
Law has broke one Family, it has raisd another. 
If the Deſolation the Law has made, were re- 
corded, and the Enſigns of the Orphans and Wi- 
dows were hung up, whoſe forlorn Relations have 
been preſs'd into the Service, there would be no 
Room for thoſe brought from the Danube and 
Ramellies.

Smithfield, for ſuch a Place 
for Naſtineſs was not to be found upon Earth, 
for as the latter was but fill'd with Beaſts Dung, 
the other was more naſty than a common Jakes 
or Inns- of- Court Houſe of Office, for having a

The Caſtle at Edinbergh is reckon'd as im- 
pregnable as a Scotchman's ſear'd Conſcience ;

Here are no Carts, but ſliding Cars; and the 
higheſt Number I ever ſaw on their Hackney 
Coaches exceeded not 29. The Scots reckon 
their Children ſpurious if they have not the 
Itch; and there's as much Whoring every Day, 
as at Bartholomew or Southwark Fair. They 
Bury the Dead at Noon, to ſave the Charge of 
Torches; and as. here are no Linkmen, only 
Boys and Girls light Paſſengers with Candles in 
Paper Lanthorns all about Town for a Baubee.

— have a Regard to their Pronunciation and Ge- 
We ſture, according to Quintilian's Rule, in the 
704 11th Chapter of his Firſt Book, which is this:

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Debet etiam docere comedus quomodo narrandum, 
&c. That is, a Comedian ought to teach how 
'we ſhould ſpeak, with what Authority we 
-ſhould perſuade, with what Emotion Anger 
mould be rais' d, and with what Change of Voice 

we may excite Piry : I can't blame thoſe who 
ſpend ſome Time with the Maſters of the pa- 
leſtrick Art; that is, thoſe who form the Ge. 
ſtures and Motions, teach how to hold the 
Arms, and the Hands, that we ſeem not to be 
ruſtick, or ignorant, to have no unſeemly Car- 
-Tiape, no unbecoming Poſture of the Feet, and 
that the Head and Eyes don't differ from the 
-other Motions of the Body. But theſe Rules 
are no where ſtrictly obſerv'd by Players: 
Moreover, as the Deſign of Comedy is to reQify 
the Manners of Men and Women, nothing 
ought to be repreſented which may vitiate the 
Audience, for the People being generally the 

ſame, they obſtinately retain the moſt licen- 
tious and obſcene Things; eſpecially when they 
are impiouſly joyn'd to Religion. Indeed Ber 
Fohn ſon is often guilty of this Fault in his Yol- 
pone, eſpecially where he brings in Sir Politick 
Would be talking thus prophanely to Peregrine.

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comick Writers, yet there are none of the 
dramatick Poets but what have too much Im- 
morality and Prophaneſs in their Writings; 
and hence it follows that either Tragedy or Co- 
medy, as being a Repreſentation of Things, 


muſt be of a more pernicious Conſequence than 


an Epick Poem, which is only a Recitation. A 


dramatick Poet muſt make the Perſon which he 


brings on the Stage to ſpeak exactly to the Cha- 
racter which he or ſhe repreſents : Thus whe- 


ther the Perſon that repreſenrs another, is to 
act the Part of a Tyrant, Adulterer, Villain, 
Drunkard, or any other wicked profligate 


Wretch, as the Humour of ſuch Perſons muſt 
be repreſented always the ſame, without any 
Variety, the Repreſentation of ſuch notorious 
Crimes may be of an ill Conſequence to green 
Heads; and eſpecially in being Spectators of 
ſuch Plays, which treat of thoſe Subjets whoſe 
Stories are taken from, or belonging to Hell. 
Farthermore'there is as much Buffoonry and 
Drollery acted on the Triſh Stage as on the En- 
gliſh Stage, as having Harlequins ſhewing Merry- 
Andrew's Tricks; Scaramouches jumping into

Inſtead of 
Soap they uſe Cackmacrel, that is, the Excre- 
ments of Dogs whether thick or, thin, which 
poor Women gather up in the Streets with as 
great Pains as they do Rags in London. In Eng- 
land Women ride upon the left Side of a Horſe, 
but here they ride upon the wrong Side; and 
very often aſtride. Moſt Things edible or po- 
table are very cheap; but why is that? Be- 
cauſe Money is ſcarce, which makes an Eng liſb 
Shillings go for 13 Pence, and a Guinea 1 Pound 
3 Shillings, which is confiderable above their 
jntrinſick Value. The Inhabitants of this King- 
dom greatly admire a Diſh of Potatoes, to which 
they have ſuch an Appetite, that I believe they 
Jong for em after they are dead; for in moſt 
Potatoe-Gardens many Souls, grinning ſtrange- 
ly at this delicious Food, which is both Bread 
and Meat to an Iriſhman; but whether they get 
thither by Accident, or ſome ſympathetical 
Vertue, whoſe ſtrange Effect proceeding from 
as ſtrange a Cauſe, the Relicks of their mortal 
Carcaſles will inſenſibly creep (like the Sun's 
Shadow on a Dial) to what they moſt affected 
in this Lite, is a Subject on which 1 ſhall not
